To Gain Confidence of Indians 


The adoption of that most strik- 
img detail in the Mounted Police uni- 
form, the “red serge”, was not a 
piece of empty swagger, nor was it 
merely another expression of the 
strong British sentiment in this 
country. It resulted from sound dip- 
hlomatic forethought. To trace the 
reason to its origin one must turn 
the clock back to the frontier days 
of the West, when a rifle regiment 
gatbed in green replaced a red- 
coated line regiment at/Fort Garry. 
Perhaps further than that, for the 
British military scarlet, worn as 
long ago as 300 years, came to this 
continent about the beginning of 
the 18th century. , 


> 


About the time of the transfer to- 


Canada on July 15, 1870, of Rup- 
ert’'s Land and the Northwestern 
Territory from the Hudson's Bay 
Comipany, the Government at Otta- 
wa was receiving vigorous com- 
plaints that the Indians of the plains 
were being debauched and robbed 
by whisky traders. The lawless con- 
ditions in the West coupled with the 
need for maintaining more rigid sov- 
ereignty there, led to the formation 


im 1873 of the Notth West Mounted’ 


. Police. = 
Soldiers of the Queen 
The previous year the Govern- 
ment had sent out Col. P. Robert- 
son-Ross, adjutant general of the 
Canadian Militia, to make a general 
seconnaissance of this untamed 
realm with a view to ascertaining 
what constitutional lines the pro- 
posed force should take. Accom- 
panied only by his 16-year-old son, 
one guide and an Indian lad the col- 
enel left Fort Garry on August 10, 
1872, for the Rocky Mountains. 
Before he had gone 60 miles, he 
met three large camps of Sioux In- 
dians—part of the band which but 
10 short years before had sought 
yefuge in Canadian territory after 
participating in the bloody Minnes- 
ota Massacre—and on another oc- 
casion when far out on the prairie 
his small party wad ridden down 
by 10 mounted Sioux who “became 
quite friendly in manner, shaking 
hands with us hearily” upon learn- 
ing that the colonel was a British 
Officer. Not once during the whole 
$,000-mile trip were Robertson-Ross 
‘and his three companions molested, 
a fact which’is attributable to the 
Indian's respect for a soldier of 
the Queen. 
Tradition of 1846 
In the light of today’s tradition, 
the colonel’s most interesting ob- 
gervations were based on his own

experiences during that trip, and 
they concern the uniform to be 
worn by the new force. 

“During my inspection of the 
North West”, he reported, “I ascer- 
tained that some prejudice existed 


_ amongst the Indians against the 


color of. the uniform worn by men 
of the provisional battalion (militia 
in Manitoba), for many of the In- 
dians said, ‘Who are these soldiers 
at Red River wearing dark clothes? 
Our old brothers who formerly 
lived there (meaning HM's 6th 
Regiment of Foot) wore red coats. 
We know that the soldiers of our 
great mother wear red coats and 
are our friends’.” 

So, on grounds that it would gain 
the confidence and respect of the 


Indians as nothing else could, the’ 


militia commander suggested that 
the proposed mounted police should 
be provided with the time-honored 
scarlet coat. He doubtless had in 
mind the tradition already estab- 
lished by the troops in 1840 and the 
natural fondness of the Indian for 
bright colors, but he was also well 
aware from personal knowledge of 
the power the red coat held over 
the unrestrained Indian of whom 
there were at that time some 25,000 
on the prairie. 
No. Fuss and Feathers 


On May 23, 1873, the North West 
Mounted Police came into ‘exist- 
ence and in police matters were 
modelled partly on the Royal Irish 
Constabulary and partly on a system 
followed in India; however, the sim- 
ilarity of the conditions under which 
they and the army would operate 
dictated that they take after the lat- 
ter in dress and interior economy. 
But even here the Prime Minister 
stressed that he wanted a _ plain, 
mobile, purely civil force suited to 
the rigors of the country with “as 
little gold lace and fuss and feath- 
ers as possible”. Above all, he in- 
sisted, there was to be no ostenta- 
tious display. 

Thus was the traditional red coat 
of the British soldier introduced to 
thé plains of Western Canada.

Now a child can take a pill three 
times a day and grow more intelli- 
gent 

The pill, it was learned, is gluta- 
mic acid, a common chemical that 
you can buy at the corner drug store 
if you have a prescription. 

It is one of the amino acids which 
are the building blocks of proteins 
such as you get from meat 

In an experiment, 30 children were 
given thé acid. After a year of treat- 
ment they had gained up to 17 points 
in intelligence quotient and their 
mental age had gone up two years 

The improvement affects not only 
intelligence but “personalities, the 
meeting of the American Psychiatric

By Isabel Skelton 


When the foundations of Ontario 
were being laid four generations ago, 
few men had the timed the fore- 
thought and the persistence to keep 
a record: of the daily happenings 
around them. This book is based on 
the Journals of William Bell, one 
man who had the persistence and 
made the time. 


The Rev. William Bell was the 
first Presbyterian minister in the 
backwoods of Ontario, inland from 
the St. Lawrence and the Great 
Lakes’ waterfront.

So Job remained “steadfast, un- 
movable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord”, A man “perfect 
and upright”, his name stood and

made even both of them—Proverbs 


“20: 12. 


In reading the Book of Job it is 
important to remember: that it is an 
ancient drama in which various char- 
acters are speaking and note in each 
instance just who the speaker is. 
Otherwise we may find ourselves 
taking as “the word of God” state- 
ments of Eliphaz, Bildad or Zophar, 
all three of whom are specifically 
represented by God, later in the 
Book, as not having spoken the 
“thing that is right.” (Job 42:7). 

The late Professor Moulton in his 
‘€Modecrn Readers’ Bible” sought to 
guard such misinterpretations of 
Biblical truth by presenting and ar- 
ranging the Scriptures in their prop- 
er literary form. This is particularly 
helpful in portions of the Bible like 
the Book of Job.

The message of the Dogk is that, 
an spite of all the doubts, difficulties, 
and problems, the dramatic portions 
have been presented with all the real- 
ism with which they have confronted 
succeeding generations in their quest 
of God, and in their questionings 
concerning His providence. 


The Hebrew poets and ‘prophets 
were realists in facing all the facts.

But they laid hold of the great, 
positive, incontrovertible facts of a 
world that could not be, or be up- 
held, without a Creator and Ruler.

So, here in the Book of Job, as 
elsewhere, they asserted the fact of 
God in His world. “The earth is the 
Lord’s and the fullness thereof—the 
world and they that dwell therein.” 
It was the fool, they said, who had 
declared in his heart that there was 
no God. And their wisdom was justi- 
fied. For without faith, and without 
God, what is there for man?

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Raspberries—Feas . « 
To Freeze Raspberries 


Choose firm, fully ripe berries. 
Pick them over and wash them, 
only if necessary. Pack whole in 
a cold moderately thin (1-14) 
syrup to cover or in dry sugar 
using 5 Ibs. fruit (about 16 cups) 
to one pound sugar (2 cups). As 
certain varieties freeze more sat- 
isfactorily than others you should 
ask your Provincial Department 
ef Agriculture for the varieties 
they recommend. 

A moderately chin syrup is made 
in the proportion of 1 cup of sugar 
to 1% cups of water. \ headspace 
of at least % inch should be left 
at top of all containers to allow 
for expansion during freezing. 
Freeze immediately after packing. 
If the food is to be frozen and 
stored in a locker plant, place each 
container, as it is packed, in refre- 
gerator or very cold place until all 
are prepared, then take to locker 
plant without delay. 

Canning Raspberries (1) 

Wash. pack, containers, cover 
with boiling moderately .this syrup, 
leaving a headspace. A moderately 
thinsyrup is made in the propor- 
tion of 1 cup of sugar to 1% cups 
of water, this quantity will yield 
approximately 2 cups of syrup. A 
quart sealer of raspberries will re- 
quire 1 to 1% cups of syrup, All 
fruits require %" headspace” in 
glass sealers and a 4” in tin cans. 
Raspberries may be processed in 
the boiling water bath, pints 15 
minutes and quarts 20 minutes or 
in a thermostatically controlled 
oven, glass sealers “only, at a 
temperature of 275 degrees F., 
pints 25 minutes, quarts 30 min- 
utes. 

Canning Raspberries (2) 

Wash and pack fruits in glass 
sealers or tin cans, cover with 
boiling syrup, leaving the required 
headspace. Seal completely. Place 
containers on several thicknesses 
of newspaper on bottom of a tub 
and pour in enough boiling water 
so that the containers are covered 
by at least 3 inches of water. 
When adding the boiling water, 
take great care not to pour di- 
rectly on glass sealers, they might 
break, Cover tub with a thick rug 
er blanket tucking it in well 
around the sides to keep the heat 
in. Let stand 10 to 12 hours. Re- 
move and store.

- Harvest peas early in the morn- 


ing. Handle quickly. Select. only 
young <nd tender peas, avoiding 
over-ripe ones. Shell the peas di- 
rectly into cold water, discarding 


‘over-large, hard peas. Wash, drain 


and blanch 2 minutes. To blanch 
peas or other vegetables use two 
kettles of vigorously boiling wa- 
ter with at least two. gallons of 
water in each. Place the peas in a 
wire basket, colander or cheese- 
cloth bag and immerse in first 
kettle of boiling water for 30 sec- 
onds. Transfer immediately to 
second kettle. Start counting time 
of blanching when water in sec- 
ond kettle returns to boil after 
vegetable is added. The blanching 
should be timed accurately, A 
minute or two less or more may 
make quite a difference in the 
frozen product. Blanch only a 
pound of peas at a time. Cool 
quickly and. drain. Pack dry—that 
is simply fill containers with peas, 
leaving & headspace of %4 inch. ~

Sissistain Burning 
For 10,000 Years 


On a mountain some 200 miles 
northwest from Sydney, Australia, 
a fire which started about 10,000 
years ago is still burning and is likely 
to keep on burriing for many years. 
. On maps, the locality is Mount Win- 
gen, but the local folk generally 
refer to it as the “Burning Moun 
tain.” To industrialists this seeming- 
ly endless smouldering is a pathetic 
waste, for the fuel whieh feeds, it is 
coal. 

The fire burns on @ front about a 
chain in width, and moves at the rate 
of three or four feet a year. 
Through numerous vents and cre- 
vices in the mountain side, great 
volumes of smoke and intense heat 
emerge. 

The earth arbund is too hot to 
handle, yellow sulphur clings to the 
walls of the vents, and all around 
the stones have been burnt a dead 
whiteness.

But in the 
latter part he stands as a solemn 
warning of what happens even to a 
great man when he departs from 
wisdom.

Morcover, precept and teach- 
ing are not enough, for children will 
soon detect insincerity, and the 
worst of all counsel we could give 
to our children would be to say, 
“Don’t do as I do, but do as.I say.” 

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go,” is the Bible's injunction 


to parents, with the assurance that © 


when he is old he will not depart 
from it. Alas! that assurance is not 
always justified, for many influences 
are upon the child, as well as those 
of the home, and too often they 
break down and destroy what. the 
home has sought to do.

Of Special Foods 


Great Britain is goisg to turn 
some -if its scarce sugar, fats and 


cereals into the manufacture of a ~ 


limited quantity of beverages, bis- 
cuits, and chocolates to get dollars 


—for vital basic supplies like feeding 


stuffs, Food Minister John Strachey 


announced in the House of Com- 


mons recently. 

Mr. Strachey declared that the 
target would be $40,000,000. worth 
of these special manufactured foods 
annually—enongh to buy nearly 
600,000 tons of additional feeding 
stuffs. 

“What it amounts to is that we 
are going to use our processing 
and manufacturing facilities and 
skill, plus a very little of our sugar, 
fats, and cereals,.in order to earn 
foreign currency which will pay for 
much bigger quantities of basic 
foods,” he said. 

He appealed to “friends overseas” 
to realize this when they saw small 
quantities of British foods in their 
stores and not to slacken. their 
efforts to send foods to Britain.

Considered In 


Wage Agreemen 


» What is believed tc to be’ one of the 
first, wage agreements in Canada fo 
include a cost of:livying clause, was 
concluded. <secently “between the 
Macdonald Tobacco Company of 
Montreal and the Tobaceo Workers’ 
International Union, Local 235. 

In recognizing the necessity for a 
flexible method of compensation to 
keep pace with rapid rises and de- 
creases in the cost of. living index, 
the company agreed that the “gross 
wages shall be increased by 25 cents 
per week for tach full ‘point rise 
over April .6, 1947. Should the cost 
of living decline, this bonus shall be 
decreased by 25 cents per week for 
cach, full point of decline, but not 
below the index figure as at April 
6, 1947.” 

In commenting on the new clause, 
union officials who negotiated the 
contract, expressed complete satis- 
faction and hailed it as a forward 
step in labor-management relations. 

The new contract, which was con-

To Keep Garden’ 
Free From Slugs 


Slugs are the grey, snail-like 
creatures which rasp the leaves of 
tender vegetables, leaving a slimy 
trail on the foliage and on the 
soil beneath the plants. They 
shun daylight and thrive only 
where there is an abundance of 
moisture, being most troublesome in 
rainy seasons, in damp shady cor- 
ners of the garden, and in low- 
lying areas of heavy land Slugs 
will feed on almost all vegetables, 
but are particularly fond of beans, 
lettuce, cabbage, and cauliflower. 
They attack celery in the bleaching 
process. They cat shallow circular 
pits in the fruits of tomatoes, and 
in the autumn they bore into the 
roots of carrots and beets. 

¢ * » 

Plants in infested soil may be 
pfotected by a thin film of hydrated 
lime which is dusted over the 
foliage and on the ground in the 
evening after the sun has gone down 
and feeding has commenced, says 
W. G. Mattewson, Division of En- 
tomology, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Hydrated lime is ef- 
fective only when dry, and for this 
reason a few dustings at intervals 
of three or four days is much more 
effective ‘than “one heavy applica- 
tion. 

The lower as well as the upper 
surfaces of the leaves, should be 
covered and the surrounding soil 
should be coated in such a way 
that the slugs will have to crawl 
through the dust before they can 
reach the plants, or the plants may 
be sprayed thoroughly with bor- 
deaux mixture. This material is 
repellent to the slugs, and plants 
kept covered with the spray will be 
largely protected from attack.

The Coliseum will be the scene of 
judging of horses and cattle: Judg- 
ing begins Wednesday, August 27th, 
and continues each day, in various 
departments, until -September 3rd. 
The famous Horse Show, which is 
attracting many famous jumpers and 
hunters, as well as agricultural 
horses, will be held from Monday, 
September Ist, to Saturday, Septem- 
ber 6th. 

There will be ‘competitions for 
horse breeding classes, beef and 
fleece wool, cut flowers, fruit, goats, 
plants, vegetables, poultry, pigeons, 
dairy cattle, sheep} swine, cats, dogs 
cage birds, rabbits, conies and other 
pet stock. 

Pets and Grain 

More than 6,000 entries have been 
received for the poultry, pigeon and 
pet stock show.

Ontario Traffic Toll 
Sharply Up in June 


Traffic accidents took the lives of 
69 persons in Ontario in ‘June and 
léft many critically injured in hos- 
pitals. ; 

Analysis of fatality reports ap- 
pearing in provincial papers during 
the month shows,—23 pedestrians 
killed, 18 drivers, 23 passengers, 4 
cyclists and one person killed in a 
horse drawn vehicle. + 


The death and accident toll was 
spread widely across the province, 
totalled 16 more deaths than in May 
and 24 more deaths: than in June 
of last year. 


Ontario is however, making pro- 
gress in traffic accident prevention 
but there is no justification for com- 
placency. Ten years ago, in June, 
1937, there were 75 persons killed 
and 1123 injured; in July of that 
year (1937) the death toll reached 
101, the worst for any month in 
Ontario’s history. Since then, the 
volume of traffic in Ontario, num- 
ber of licensed drivers and vehicles 
has increased greatly and so also has 
the influx of U.S. drivers. The traf- 
fic toll is not however, as high.
